WHereEas it is expedient to abolish the poll 
tax now levied within the towns of Akyab and 
Kyouk Phyoo, in the Province of Arracan, and 
instead thereof, to levy a tax upon bind covered 
by dwelling-honses within the sad towns; It ts 
enacted as follows: 


I. After the first day of May 1853, the levy 
of a poll tax, within the towns of Akyab and 
Kyouk Phyoo, in the Province of Ariacan, shall

Il. After the said first day of May 1853, a 
principal assistant of the district, in which the

The following Act, passed by the Governor Ge- 
neral of India in Couneil, on the ist of October 
1852, ia hereby promulgated fur general tntor- 
mation: 


Act No. XAXXY. oF [802 


An Act for the abolition of the Voll Tax within the 
towns of Akyab and Nyouk Phyoov in the Pro- 
vince of Arracan, and for lerymy a tas on lands 
covered by dwelling houses wethin those lowns. 


Wrerkas it is expedient to abolish the poll 
tax now levied within the towns of Akyab and 
Kvouk Phyoo, in the Provinee of Arracan, and 
instead thereof, to levy a tax upon land covered 
by dwelling-honses within the said towns; It is 
enacted as follows: 


1. After the first day of May 1853, the levy 
of a poll tax, within the towns of Akyab and 
Kyouk Phyoo, in the Province of Arracan, shall 
cease. 


Ii. After the said first day of May 1853, a 
principal assistant of the district, in which the 
sume shall be situate, shall, from time to time, 
as he shall think fit, assess every dwelling-house 
within the aforesaid towns of Akyab and Kyouk 
Phyoo, respectively, at the rate of one pie and a 
half for every square cubit of land covered by 
auch dwelling-house ; the length of the cubit 
being estimated at eighteen inches: the amount 
of the said assessment shall be payable every year 
by the owner or occupier of such dwelling-house, 
by equal half-yearly payments to be made in 
advance. 


III. In case of non-payment of the amount 
assessed upon any Qwelling-house withia eight 
days after the same shall have been demanded as 
hereinafter mentioned, it shall be lawful for a 
principal assistant of the districi in which such 
dwelling-house shall be sitdaie, to cause such 
amount, or so much thereof as shall remain un- 

aid, together with a reasonable sum for costs, to

The demand above referred to shall be 
made in manner following :-—A written demand, 
signed by a principal assistant of the district, or 
sume officer authorized by him in that behalf, 
identilying the dwelling-house, and specifying 
the amount claimed, the dimensions of the land 
covered by the dwelling-house, and the period 
in respeet of which the amount is claimed, shall 
be delivered by the officer appointed to collect 
the aame to the tenant, or occupier of the said 
dwelling-house, or in case the demand cannot be 
delivered to such tenant or occupier, or there be 
no tenant or occupier, the same may be fixed to 
some conspicuons part of the dwelling-house. 


V. Tt shall be Jaw ful for a principal assistant 
of the distiict in which any such dwelling- house
